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Summary of Legislation 

Senate Bill 20-219 directed the Department of the Treasury to execute a lease-purchase agreement to 

fund certain capital construction projects.  Due to favorable market conditions, the sale resulted in 

excess proceeds.  This bill transfers this premium from the Emergency Controlled Maintenance 

Account to the Capital Construction Fund, and allows it to be used for any capital construction, capital 

renewal, or controlled maintenance projects by March 1, 2024. 

State Transfers 

In FY 2020-21, the bill transfers $12 million from the Emergency Controlled Maintenance Account to 

the Capitol Construction Fund. 

Effective Date 

This bill was signed into law by the Governor and took effect on July 2, 2021.
